Your Committee was appointed under Order in Council 699/65 
Gated April 22nd, 1965 pursuant to a Resolution of the Legislative 
Assembly agreed to on April 7th, 1965, the effective part of which 
cape as follows: 
Resolved that the Government appoint a erecta Committee 
consisting of the following Members, namely: 
Messieurs Ure (Chasen) 
Ells 
Maccagno 
and three other persons, 
for the purpose of studying and receiving representations and 
recommendations regarding problems confronting commercial fisheries in 


Alberta generally and the following matters in particular: 


1. Ways of regulating the over~all number of licensed 
commercial fishermen on each lake in the Province to 
avoid seasonal unemployment and to provide adequate 


returns to qualified fishermen. 


2. The existing licensing restrictions on certain commercially 


fished lakes and changes that could be made to this system. 


3. Ways and means of increasing local ccnsumption of fish 


produced in Alberta. 


4. The growing problems of dual use of the fishery resource 


by means of angling and net fishing. 


And that the Committee so appointed do meet for the purpose aforesaid 


in the interim between the prorogation of the Session and the next 
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ensuing Session of this Assembly at the call of the Chairman at such 


times and places as may te from time to time designated by hin. 


And that the said Committee do report its findings and recommendations 


on the said matters to this Assembly at the next regular Session 


thereof. 


Therefore, upon the recommendation of the Honcurable 


the Minister of Lands and Forests, the Executive Council advises 


that, pursuant to the said resolution, the Lieutenant Governor in 


Council hereby appoints the following persons as Members of the said

FORWARD 


Your Committee held a preliminary hearing on May 26th, 
1965 for the purpose of organizing its program and determining 
its course of enquiries. 

Mr. Ray Crevolin was appointed Secretary of the Committee 
anc wes instructed to give public notification of all meetings in 
the news media serving the area where said meetings were to be held; 
and that briefs and submissions, written or oral, were requested 
from all interested groups and individuals. Members of the 
Legislative Assembly were to be notified of meetings to be held in’ 
their constituency. 

The Secretary agreed to be responsible for securing of 
halis or suitable accommodation for Public Hearings. 

Twenty-seven written briefs were received, plus many oral. 
presentations. 

| Fourteen meetings were held in the Province from Fort 
Chipewyan in the north to Vauxhall in the south. 

The hearings were conducted informally, commencing with the 
presentation of the briefs followed by questions put by Members of 
the Committee. Oral presentations were then given followed by 
questions and general discussions. i 

The Committee appreciated the keen ard active participation 
of all those making presentations and are grateful for the advice and 
assistance given. 

| The Committee was fortunate in having Mr. Martin Peetz, 
Public Hearings. His contributions to these meetings were 
appreciated by all who attended. 

The Public Meetings brought forth discussions of those 


problems faced by the commercial fishermen and many suggestions for 


improvements were received. 
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Probably the most common complaint was the practice of 


fishermen coming from certain narts of the Province to thoselakes 
where a good catch was anticipated. 

Lakes that had been closed for a while were especially 
heavily fished when re-opened. This placed a great deal of fish 
Ot tne market in a hurry with usually a resulting low price to 
fishermen. 

A large number of these migrant fishermen were fishing 


for some fish he ae or 2 head operator. They had been supplied with 
nets and sufficient money to pay their expenses while they were fishing. 
If the catches proved to te small then illegal mesh gear would often 
appear upon the scene. These smaller mesh nets would catch the 
younger and smaller fish. Those fishermen who resided in the general 
locality of these lakes found that the fish population to be netted 

in future years was virtually being wasted. This has led to re- 
quests for restrictions to be placed on who may fish on Sk lakes. 

At the present time there are some eighteen lakes in the 
Province where these restrictions apply. Either one must live within 
a certain specified area, or distance from the lake, or have had a 
license during certain specified years. (See Table I). 

Those lakes with specified years, during which one must have 
had a license to be able to secure a present day license, are creating 
a problem. No provision was made to increase the ines of fishermen 
in later years and, as death or other causes have reduced the numbers 
of those eligible to fish, we find that these lakes are becoming almost 
a monopoly. This condition seems to be quite satisfactory to those 
able to secure a license, and most unsatisfactory to those who would 
like to start fishing. 


The Committee was told by some of those privileged to fish on 
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these restricted lakes that they felt changes were going to have 
to be made very soon to up-date the regulations and allow others 
to have an opportunity to fish. 

The license restricted lakes had some notable advantages. 
ine catch was taken out over a longer period of time and market 
gluts and low prices were not as common. The best quality fish 
were not all exported and the local markets were prepared to pay a 
satisfactory price for a quality fresh caught fish. The increased 
number of home freezers has made a considerable difference in Mase 
sales. 

The Committee heard many complaints of fish being poorly 
handled; insufficient or no ice being used in summer fishing; fish 
ne held in cold storage for long periods of time and then shipped 
oub to f110 orders. These were usually dressed fish and de- 
hydration was quite evident. 

In some places the top quality fish are all exported and 

peddlers buy what is left and peddle them around the country. 
| Poor and second ety fish of this type hinders the further sale 
of Alberta fish in Alberta. | 

In Central Alberta there is a very keen demand from the 
sports-type fisherman to be able to winter net fish certain lakes 
both for recreational purposes and also to ad a supply in home 
freezers. 

Where roads permit access to angling there is a growing 
concern over how these fish should be harvested. 

The commercial fishermen and fur farmers are in need of 
ever- increasing amounts of fish to meet the rising costs for today's 
standard of living. 

Those who are interested in increasing and promoting torrism 
in the north are most anxious to have good spots for the anglers and 
a size of fish that will promote the growth of the tourist business. 


In some areas the amount of money being left by tourists is already 
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equaling the commercial value of fish caught. 

In a number of lakes near our centres of population, the 
anglers are catching white fish on hooks. There is every reason to 
believe that this practice will increase as recreation becomes 
‘more sought after. 

Trophy angling in much of the Province north of Edmonton has 
a promising future. Present indications are that tourists will 
make a sizeable contribution to the economy where good angling may 
be had. 

On nearly alllakes where your Committee made a study there 
were requests for more information regarding the possibilities of 
greater returns from these lakes. 

Many questions were asked which necessitates more biological 
studies to give an answer. Much guessing and speculation is being 
done today which invariably leads to unjust criticisms. 

These are the main problems which your Committee found 
while holding their Public Hearings. 

Your Committee met with members of the fish processing 
trade and also with members of the retail trade who represented 


many of the larger retail outlets of the Province. 
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RECOMMENDA TIONS 
of the Special Committee, as a result of the holding of Public Hearings. 


Due to the problems as already listed, your Cc:mittee 
recommends the following: 
That the Province be divided into seven fishing zones as listed 


here below and as set out upon the zone map herein attached.

The Southern Zone to comprise all of Gane area lying south 
of a line starting at the Banff Park Boundary and following the Bow 
Pegs easterly to the limits of Greater eaten then following the 
southern limits of Greater Calgary to its junction with the C.N.R. 
railroad, then north easterly along the C.N.R. railroad to its inter- 
section with the Red Deer River, just south of Drumheller, thence easterly 


along the Red Deer River to the Alberta — Saskatchewan border. 


The Central Zone to be that portion of the Province bounded 
on the south by: the north boundary line of the South Zone, on the 
east by the Alberta - Saskatchewan border, on the west by Fanff 
National sone Bae Jasper National Park and the Alberta - British 
Columbia border and on the north by a line starting at the Alberta - 
Peitish Columbia border and the 54th parallel of north latitude, 
thence easterly along the 54th parallel to its intersection with the 
North Saskatchewan River, thence easterly along the Saskatchewan 
River to its intersection with the Alberta - Saskatchewan border. 

The area north of this Central Zone shallte divided into 
four zones and this area shall be bounded on the north by a line 


following the 57th parallel of north latitude for the entire breadth 


of the Province. 
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GRANDE PRAIRIE ZONE 

The Grande Prairie Zone shall be the most westerly zone, 
bounded on the west by the Alberta - British Columbia border, on the 
south by the 54th parallel, on the north by the 57th parallel and 
on the east by a line starting at the intersection of the 57th 
parallel and the Peace River, thence scucaeele along the Peace River 
to the junction of the Peace and Smokey Rivers, thence south along 
the Smokey River to the junction of the Smokey and the Little Smokey 
Rivers, thence south along the Little Smokey until it reaches the 


54th parallel. 


LESSER SLAVE LAKE ZONE 

The Lesser Slave Lake Zone shall be bounded on the west by 
the eastern boundary of the GrandePrairie Zone, on the south by the 
54th parallel, on the north by the 57th parallel and on the east by a 
line starting at the 54th parallel near Redwater on arpa 46, thence 
northerly along Highway 46 to Boyle, thence northerly to a Bene inter- 
secting the Athabasca River, thence down stream along the Athabasca 
River to its intersection with the 57th parallel. 

The remainder of the area east of this boundary shall be 
divided into two zones, namely the Lac La Biche Zone and the Cold Lake 


Zone. 


LAC LA BICHE ZONE 

COLD LAKE ZONE 

| The boundary line between these two zones will follow the 
old boundary line as established by the Department of Lands and 
Forests which set forth the previous Cold Lake Zone, until it reaches 
the boundary in the north west corner of the previous zone, thence 
northerly eer north boundary line of the bombing range, to the 


north boundary of township 73, thence easterly to the Alterta — 


Saskatchewan border. 
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NORTH ZONE 


The North Zone shall te all of that portion of the 
Province lying between the 57th parallel and the Alberta — North 


West Territories border,

Your Committee recommends that in the South and Central 
Zones a Fisherman's License shou]d be issued which would allow one 
hundred yards only of net to be used and it would allow the licensee 
to fish on one lake only (this lake to be a lake of his choice). 

This Fisherman's License would be purchased from a Game Officer and 
would cost $5.00. The license holder must have resided within the 
zone for the previous year. 

A Commercial License would be issued in these zones which 
would cost $15.00. 

The total yardage and mesh size for the Commercial License 
would be set by the Department, according to the lake being fished 
and this license would also be the license which would be allowed for 
fishing for animal foods. This license would apply to one lake only, 
the lake of ones choice, and the holder mist have resided within the 
zone for the previous year; this license to be purchased through the 
Game Office, and to be purchased before the day the lake opens. 

If a commercial fisherman wished to fish in more than one 


lake in the zone then the Zone License fee would be $50.00 and would 
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allow him to fish in all lakes in the zone opened for fishing by the 
Department. This $50.00 license to be purchased before the beginning 
of the license year; otherwise the same requirements would be 
necessary as set forth for a $15.00 Commercial License. Any Commercial 
License holder may secure sufficient help to handle his equipment. 

No person may fish in a zone in which he Poca: prove residence. 

In the Grande Prairie, Lesser Slave Lake, Lac La Biche and 
Cold Lake Zones only Commercial Licenses shall be sold. Either the 
$15.00 (lake of choice license) or the Zone license for $50.00 
with the above stipulations to apply. 

In the North Zone, which runs from the 57th parallel north, 
the Commercial License only shall be sold and this license is to be 
$15.00 per lake (no residence clause shall apply at this time in the 
North Zone). This clause is to be reviewed annually. 

Your Committee recommends that certain Special Areas be 
set up within the Province to encourage those people of Indian 
Ancestry to develop the fishing industry in their own area. These 
areas are to es where pilot projects are being started by the Govern- 
ment under their: Community Development Program, or other Government 
Programs - namely, Fort Chipewyan and Utikuma Lake area; and that the 
Division of Fish’and Wildlife would determine the percentage of the 
allowable at which should be reserved for the local residents. 
These percentages should be reviewed annually. 

In all of its public hearings your Committee was able to 
find only a very few fishermen who depended entirely on fishing for a 
living. When questioned regarding changes that might be made so that 
they could secure a full time living from fishing, nearly all fishermen 
wanted to have it as a part-time occupation, that would make a sizeable 
contribution to their living, but would not leave them to the mercy of 


one source of income with its price fluctuations and occasional poor 


catches. 
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COMMERCIAL AGENTS (Peddlers) 
Recommendations: 
1. That a Fish Peddler be required to obtain a license 
to operate from the Fish and Wildlife Division of the 


- Department of Lands and Forests. 


2. That te be required to make a monthly return to 
the Department Showing; 
(a) Date of transaction showing quantity and eens sold. 
(b) Name, Address and License Number of the Fisherman 
or buyer from whom the fish was purchaseds 
(c) Quantity of each specie purchased. 


(da) Such other information as the minister may require. 


PACKING INSPECTION FACILITIES 
Federal and Provincial regulations pretty well take care of 


the industry today if they are observed. Packing House and processing 


Licenses are renewable each year. More Government inspection is needed to 


see to it that data and health regulations are observed. 


LAW ENFORCEMENT 

Some lakes very Gefinitely need more officers for law enforc- 
ing. A a effort should be made by the Game Officers to appre- 
nag fa buyers for illegal buying or illegal possession of fish; 
also for the supplying of illegal gear. Penalties for this infraction 
ee include suspension of the operator's license. Intensive enforce- 
ment is needed where indications appear that violations are becoming 


a problem. 


Your Committee recommends that Game Officers be given the 
authority to enforce selective netting cuseeieee in lakes where certain 
areas of the lake could be netted to advantage taking out ling, tulibee, 
suakers and infested white fish, while not catching too many sport-type 


fish caught by the anglers. 
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In areas where white fish are being caught in numbers by 
anglers and in certain selected spots, that the game officer be given 
authority to keep net fishermen from crowding in too close on these 
spots. 

Certain lakes in the Province should be designated as 
Trophy lakes and kept largely for this purpose. This type of lake 
will draw tourist fishermen for considerable distances. Any netting 
at any time on these lakes would have to be done under very close 
Supervision of a game officer. Conditions might arise where the Fish 
and Wildlife Division might feel that some selective netting could 


improve the lake. 


BIOLOGISTS 

Your Committee recommends that the number of fish Biologists 
in the Province be increased along with supplying some permanent 
technical assistants to help them. There is too little biological 
information available on most of our lakes. . This lack of knowledge breeds 
discontent among those depending upon these lakes for a portion of their 
living. 

In many parts of the Province north of the d4th parallel 
people must depend upon the natural resources to make their living. 
Fur hes aoe been very remunerative for some years; lumbering does 
give employment to quite a number; mining usually sees an influx 
of trained men qualified to do this work whereever discoveries of any 
size are found. This brings added pressure on the lakes to see if they 
can produce a little more. To meet this demand more biological studies 
on nearly all lakes are needed, with written reports that are available 
to key people in each area. 

Explanations by the biologists to the fishing public secures 


a greater degree of co-operation than seems to be acquired through 


straight law enforcement. 
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The Committee recommends that all possible co-operation 
should be effected between the personnel of the Fisheries Division 
and of the Forestry Division which would allow equipment to be used 
by both divisions and give the maximum utilization of this equipment, 
Such aS aircraft, etc. 

The Committee recommends that new and proper equipment 
be purchased for the use of the biologists to do their work. 

The Committee feels that lack of proper equipment is slowing up the 
work which should be done. Without new equipment and more trained 
heip the biological information from many of these lakes will not 


be forthcoming. 


POLLUTION 

Your Committee recommends that biological study be made of 
the effects of spray, both Insecticide and Herbicide. 

The effects of Industrial and Municipal wastes, erosion and 
destruction of tree lines along streams and lakes, with result ing 
sedimentation, should be studied to determine their effects upon 
aquatic life. 

A study should also be mde of the possibility that undesir— 
able plant life may be Poerontced into our lakes by boats coming from 


distant parts, especially those that may come from the United States. 


HATCHERY, RE-STOCKING AND RESEARCH 
It is felt that more is needed to be known about the migration 
of fish, the peek of growth, feeding habits, etc. A program of 
tagging and checking 2 needed to achieve this end. 
Pilot projects of introducing new fish species into different 
locations ephth be stepped up with a pilot approach to re-stocking 
some lakes that are under stocked, and that close checking be under- 
taken where ever a pilot project is started. 


Your Committee recommends the establishment in the Province of 


Hatchery and Rearing Ponds where suitable facilities can be had. 
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MARKETING 

The Committee feels that the export of Alberta fish can 
only be effectively handled if all Western Canadian fresh water fish 
were marketed through a Marketing Authority. A Federal Commission 
under Mr. G. H. McIvor has been appointed for the purpose of 
enquiring into the Freshwater Fish Industry. However, the total 
production of quality Alberta fish can, in the opinion of this 
Committee, be consumed by Altertans with proper processing and pro- 
motion, thereby Braet ins any? real need: Of sexport. sane ce 
Alberta imports a great deal of fish products. Because of our high 
quality fish we may continue to export some fish to capture some of the 
high prices that this product will bring on outside markets. 

Other pre-requisites to Provincial consumption of our fish 
is the need for improved handling and industrial production right on 
or near our lakes. This would further tend to stabilize the price of 
fish to our primary producer. 

Your Committee gained some timely information from their 
meeting with members of the retail trade. They pointed ee to us that 
Shopping Centres, large retail food stores and most of the city and town 
stores which handle fish products are not interested in handling fresh 
or frozen round or dressed fish. Merchandising and shopping habits 
have changed greatly in the last twenty years, especially the last 
Rives or B10, 

. With ieee erty and freezers in nearly all homes, urban and 
rural, the day ae WE sales of dressed fish is gone. Today it is too 
bulky, too hard to handle, subject to dehydration, and eventually a 
monetary loss to the storekeeper. Mrs. HouSewe ee may have a job 
outside of the home today, she needs to buy something fairly quick to 
prepare and not too messy. If the fish is ready for the nan, or has 
been filleted and nicely packaged, she will my it. If this trend 
continues, and there is every indication that it will and will accelerate 
also, then more and more of our fish catch is going to te refined before 


offering it for sale. There will be need of more plants in the Province 
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to prepare our fish and present it in forms that will sell. 


ROYALTIES 

Royalties in Alberta are paid only on fish which is exported. 
The present rates are one cent per pound on lake trout and white 
fish and one-half cent per pound on pickerel and perch. 

As more and more fish are consumed in Alberta, the amount 
of revenue obtained by the Province will be reduced. 

Revenue from these royalties today run anywhere from 
$10,000. to $26,000. annually, and your Committee recommends that 
Export Royalties be discontinued. This should tend to increase the 


price to the primary producer. 


PROMOTION AND CONSUMPTION 

Hotel and restaurant associations should be encouraged to 
promote the consumption of quality Alberta fish. 

The Alterta Frozen Food Locker Association should be kept 
posted on where quality fresh fish can be obtained. 

More processing of fish should be encouraged. 

A ace program of quality consumption should be under- 
taken within the Province (at the present time the major part of 
Alberta Ue quality fish are being exported). 

By increasing local consumption a better price stabilization 


could be obtained. 


It is sincerely hoped that the above recommendations will 
help lead to a better and more prosperous fishing industry within the 
Province. That all fishermen will take a keener interest in the 
affairs of their Zone and,by their cooperating efforts, make our 
fishing industry a prime example of what can be done when people of 


good faith work together.

with the North Saskatchewan River, thence easterly along the Saskatchewan River 
to its intersection with the Alberta - Saskatchewan border. 


The area north of this central zone shall bs divided into four zones 
and this area shall ts bounded on the north by a line following the 57th 
parallel of North Latitude for the entire breadth of the Province. 


GRANDE PRAIRIE ZONE 


The Grande Prairie Zone shall be the most westerly zone, bounded on the 
vest by the Alberta ~ Pritish Columbia border, on the south by the 54th varallel, 
on the north by the 57th parallel and on the east by a line starting at the 
intersection of the 57th parallel and the Peace River, thence southerly along 
the Peace River to the junction of the Peace and Smokey Rivers, thence south 
along the Smokey River to the junction of the Smokey and the Little Smokey 
Rivers, thence south along the Little Smokey until it reaches the 54th parallel. 


LESSER SLAVE LAKE ZONE 


—— 


The Lesser Slave Lake Zone shall be bounded on the west by the eastern 
boundary of the Grande Prairie Zone, on the south by the 54th parallel, on 
the north by the 57th parallel and on the east by a line starting at the 54th 
parallel near Redwater on highway 46, thence northerly along Highway 46 to 
Boyle, thence northerly to a point intersecting the Athabasca River, thence 
down stream along the Athabasca River to its intersection with the 57th 


parallel. 


The remainder of the area east of this boundary shall be divided into 
two zones, namely the Lac La Biche Zone and the Cold Lake Zone. 


LAC LA RICHER ZONE 
COLD LAKE ZONE 


The boundary line tetween these two zones will follow the old boundary 
line as established by the Department of Lands and Forests which set forth 
the previous Cold Lake Zone, until it reaches the boundary in the north west 
corner of the previous zone, thence northerly to the north boundary line of 
the bombing range, to the north boundary of township 73, thence easterly to 
the Alberta - Saskatchewan border. 


NORTH ZONE 


The North ee shall be all of that portion of the Province lying between 
the 57th parallel and the Alberta - North West Territories border. 
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
